week. Celler wanted to know how 
the Administration could “see fit 
to abrogate an executive order 
and yet not be ready to stand 
up to interrogation.” 

Denies Abrogating Order. 

To this Brownell retorted: “My 
opinion did not abrogate the ex- 
ecutive order. It merely stated 
its effect.” 

Asked by another tommittee 
member whether his opinion on 
the order served to “cancel” it, 
Brownell said: “No, it interprets 
and clears up a misapprehension 
the Congress might have. I 
thought I ought to clear it up or 
else the Congress micht get oft 
on the wrong foot.“

Mastin G. White, for- 
mer Solicitor of the Department 
of the Interior, helped prepare

Congress Can Settle It. 


In any case, everyone seemed 
to agree that, whether or not the 
offshore oil lands are now in the 
naval reserve or, as Brownell 
claims, merely subject to admin- 
istrative control by the Secretary 
of the Navy instead of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, congressional 
action can settle the matter once 
and for all. A quitclaim bill re- 


nouncing all federal claims to the 
disputed lands could vest title in 
the coastal states and automatical- 
ly dispense with the argument 
over the Truman executive order, 
it was agreed. 


Hearings on this bill, and re- | 
lated measures, are now under 
way in both the House Judiciary | 
Committee and the Senate In- 
terior Committee. 


Both committees thus far have 
been hearing a parade of wit- 
nesses favorable to state owner- 
ship of the so-called marginal sea, 
which the Supreme Court has held 
belongs to the Federal Govern- 
ment. But several members of 
the Senate group, including Dem- 
ocratic Senators Murray and An- 
derson, have challenged many of 
the statements made by pro- 
ponents of state ownership, as 
has Celler on the House side, 
among others. 


New Yorker's Testimony. 


One witness yesterday was Rob- 
ert Moses, widely-known park 
commissioner of New York City. 
Moses vigorously indorsed state 
ownership of the marginal sea, but 
was steadily cross-examined by 
Senator Herbert H.. Lehman 
(Dem.), New York, who is not a 
member of the committee but who 
is interested in the proceedings. 

As a number of municipal of- 
ficials have done in the past, 
Moses expressed fear that the 
Federal Govemment might use 
the Supreme Court decision as a 
lever to seize ownership of har- 
bors and parks which once were 
under water, but which have been 
built on filled-in land. 

Senator Lehman pointed out 
that he and others have supported 
a bill for federal control which 
specifically provides that such 
harbors, filled-in land and inland 
water areas be exempt forever 
from federal seizure. He wanted 
to know why such a provision 
would not allay Moses’s fears. 
Moses replied that he could not 
accept a provision that “gives us 
something we feel already be- 
longs to us.” He said the state 
of New York has spent hundreds 
of millions of dollars improving 
filled land, once a part of the 


ocean. 

He said the Supreme Court de- 
cision left such land under a title 
cloud, and he cited Jones Beach 
as another example of such prop-

Aimed at Effective Spending. 


Some of the SHAPE recommen- 
dations are general—such as an 
increase in the length of com- 
pulsory military training. Over- 
all, however, they seem to be 
within the budgetary plans of 
each of the NATO governments, 
and are aimed more at making 
sure that 1953 funds are spent 
most effectively. 

Greece and Turkey remain the 
biggest problems. 

Greece, for example, lists 10 
divisions assigned to Gen. Ridg- 
way, but they were organized for 
guerrilla warfare ahd have low 
components of artillery. 

Turkey, with 21 divisions, is in 
a similar state. In neither case 
is it a problem of morale, but 
only one of what to do—how to- 
i reorganize and improve to meet 
i the altering western European de- 
fense picture.

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Weather Forecast: Dust 

Black blizzards blew over the plains of Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Colorado this week. Dust flew 
on 80-mile-an-hour winds in the Texas and Okla- 
homa panhandles. Wheat farmers are scanning 
the skies as they did in the “dirty 308.“ Is the 
dust bowl coming back? 

The federal crop statistician for Kansas, Hu- 
bert Collins, thinks it may be. Before this week's 
storms, he predicted the blow. Top soil on the 
plains is powdery, there is little of the snow 
needed for wheat, less moisture under the 
ground. Only a miracle, he says, can mean an 
average wheat crop by harvest time. 

For years now the ground has been prepared 
for dust. Most of the plans to plant shelter 
belts, to switch to other crops, to emphasize soil 
conservation, were plowed under with the war- 
time demand for wheat production. Millions of 
new acres were turned to wheat. The farm lobby 
got increases in the support price and acreage 
allotments for wheat. 

Right now the Eisenhower Administration and 
its Secretary of Agriculture, Ezra Benson, are 
taking a cool look at all price supports. By this 
time the nation can afford a balance between 
its need for wheat and its need to save its rich 
powdery Western soil. Otherwise the dust will 
blow. , 
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President Eisenhower told his first press con- 
ference that tax reduction should be postponed 
until a balanced budget is in sight. Wonder if 
word of this will leak out to the House Ways 
and Means Committee? 
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Coming of Age on Tariffs 

Not so long ago it was generally considered 
dreamlike and visionary to suggest the complete 
elimination of tariffs and other trade barriers. 
Henry Ford II has now made just that proposal. 

Mr. Ford would not stop with the extension 
of a weakened Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act, or another revision of a Smoot-Hawiey 
tariff rooted in an outmoded philosophy of in- 
ternational trade. He proposes an altogether 
new law, without loopholes, looking toward the 
most rapid possible elimination of all tariffs 
imposed by the United States. And he believes 
that American self-interest would be served by 
such an act. 

Is American business coming of age in its 
attitude toward tariff protection against com- 
petition from abroad? Mr. Ford's statement 
makes it seem so. So too do the viewpoints 
of other businessmen. 

The American watch industry faces a good 
deal tougher competition from abroad than the 
automobile industry, yet J. G. Shennan, presi- 
dent of the Elgin National Watch company, re- 
cently announced that his firm is abandoning 
its eight-year fight for higher tariffs against 
foreign watch movements. 

Recognizing that lower tariff barriers are a 
part of national policy, Mr. Shennan says his 
own company's answer to foreign competition 
will be a diversification of its production. In- 
stead of relying on tariffs to protect its watch 
market, it will make abrasives, jewelry, military 
instruments and other products in addition to 
watehes. “This means,” as he says, “a firm 
rejection of the classic idea that cheap foreign 

tion inevitably destroys a domestic in- 
dustry and causes wholesale unemployment.”

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New Russian Pressure on Berlin 

The Russians again are increasing their pres- 
sure on West Berlin. Their measures have not 
achieved the intensity of airlift days. But accord- 
ing to American military headquarters there, it 
does seem that complete isolation is the Reds’ 
goal. Streets running from the Western into the 
Eastern sector as well as those running into the 
surrounding Communist zone of Germany are 
being closed off with barbed wire. Also there is 
the threat that public transit vehicles crossing 
the East-West sector line will be stopped at the 
crossing points, starting about March 1. 

This intensification of obstructions to travel 
into the free city may represent a Russian reac- 
tion to the continued and increasing flow of 
refugees from the Communist area. Obviously 
the desire of so many Germans to escape Russian 
domination is anything but a testimonial to the 
vaunted benefits of life under the Red Star. 
News of the exodus is anything but good propa- 
ganda for the Kremlin in other parts of the 
world. But the desperate effort to stop free 
movement hardly makes a more favorable im- 
pression, 

More important than this, according to officials 
in Berlin, ig the Russian desire to influence the 
Bonn regime against ratification of its compact 
with the Western powers, and especially German 
participation in à West European army. Here 
again the Russian psychology may be self-defeat- 
ing since it ought to show all but the most timid 
Germans how necessary it is to provide protec- 
tion against the Kremlin's designs. 

There is perhaps very little which the United 
States—or Britain or France for that matter— 
can do directly to counter this tactic 
in the war of nerves. But it does undergeore the 
necessity for continuing fundamental policies 
calculated to offset aggressive designs. - 
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If we may be so bold as to revise James 
Russell Lowell, what is so rare as a pair of con- 
secutive days in February? 
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Progress in the Mines 

Within its Umitations, the new Federal Coal 
Mine Safety Act is proving fo be a significant 
force for mine safety. The law, now seven 
months old, gives federal inspectors power to 
close mines in which explosion and other disas- 
ter hazards are not eliminated. 

Inspectors report they are getting virtually 
perfect compliance with their safety recommen- 
dations. In some cases operators have even ac- 
cepted safety suggestions and put them in effect 
at the time of inspection in order to avoid the 
onus of a finding of violation, and that is all to 
the good. 

But the scope of the law is limited to only 
about 37 possible safety violations, all deemed 
likely to produce a major disaster. In the last 
20 years, however, disasters from explosion, in- 
undation, fire and the like—which the new law 
aims to prevent—have accounted for only about 
7 per cent of coal mine fatalities. The new law 
also does not cover mines employing fewer than 
15 persons. 

Certainly the act ought to be extended te in- 
clude the smaller mines. But it alse ought to be 
broadened in an effort to cut the toll of acciden-

Communism ts a religion for 
the world and Moscow is mere- 
ly its starting point, being at 
one and the sarve time the 
earthly and the heavenly Jeru- 
salem. 


As the Western world ceases 


look upon it as an 
messianism, it will strengthen 
its frontiers against not only 
the invasion of Communist ar- 
mies. but also the infiltration of 
Comnfunist ideas. Messianism 
torn away from its religious 
roots becomes imperialism 
through murder. 

Communism wants man to be 
without God, but God does not 
want to be without man; so God 
became man. The choice before 
the world is between these two 
messianisms of hate and love.
